the said commission, shall cause 4!
quarterly statement in detail of its |
receipts and disbursements to be!
made and signed by its chairman |
and clerk and filed with the police

|judge of said city who shall pre-

serve the same among the files of
his office, and the commission shall |
cause to be made and filed asa part |
of the last quarterly report in each |
year a complete invemtory or state- |
ment of the property, implements

and materials in its possession and |
cootrol pertaining to the water

works, togetier with the condition |
and approximate value thereof.'’ |

Here is a provision by which the
commission must, every three|
months regort to the people of Cor-|
vallis through !the police judge a|
complete detail of its financial op-|
erations, including receipts and dis-|
bursements, which report is always |
on file with the police judge, sub-|
ject to the inspection of every citi-
zen. A complete report of all pro-
perty on hand, its value and condi-
tion must be similarly reported.
In face of such a provision, how
could there be improper conduct of
affairs without instant discovery?

But, perhaps it is somebody's
fear that a member of the commis-
sion might get a graft in a salary.
Section 30 of the law says: “Ex-
cept as otherwise herein expressly
provided no member of said com-
mittee or commission shall receive
any compensation for services rend-
ered for or on behalf of said com-
mittee or said commission, or in
connection with the duties of either
said committee or commission."”
The exception to the rule is cover-
ed by a provision in Section” 10
which says:  *“The deputy clerk
and treasurer shall receive such
compensation as the committee may
from t'me to time direct or pre-
seribe.”’

The deputy clerk provided for
cannol be a member of the commis-
sion, and the treasurer who takes,
charge of the funds after the works|
is huilt is the city treasurer, and|
as there would be no motive Jor|
the commission to allow these men
gralts, it is apparent that any talk
about possibility of grafts is non-
sense, pure and simple. The law|
itsel{ preventsthe committee and|
comi:nission from grafting, and in
the very nature of things there
wo..ld be no reason for them to al-
low somebody else to skip out with
the works or hornswoggle all the
waler,
